MiLearn Updates for the 2023-24 School Year 
Users of the Michigan Linked Educational Assessment Reporting 
Network (MiLearn) will be greeted with some valuable updates and 
additions when they access the system this year.  

New for district users connected to MiLearn: 

• Early Literacy and Mathematics Benchmarks Assessment reports
will be available in MiLearn within 48 hours of the assessment
having been completed.

• Spanish and Arabic translations of Parent Reports are available for
parents and students. Educators can also view these translations
when viewing a Parent Report by selecting Export, then Export
to PDF. A window will open that allows the user to choose the
language they want the PDF to be created in.

• Help documents for parents for WIDA Access for ELLs and WIDA
Alternate Access for ELLs are available in Arabic and Spanish
translations.

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What is MiLearn?   

MiLearn is a free service of the Michigan Department 
of Education that delivers state assessment data 
electronically to students, parents, and educators 
directly through the district's Student Information 
System (SIS). MiLearn is updated daily using Michigan 
DataHub data to reflect student enrollment changes.   

MiLearn is available to all Michigan school districts 
that participate in the Michigan DataHub. It provides a 
convenient, year-round tool for educators, parents, and 
students to view multiple years of state assessment 
reports. Users access the system directly through 
their SIS with no secondary login information needed.

How does my district join MiLearn?   

Your district can add MiLearn to its list of resources 
available to educators, parents, and students. MiLearn 
supports the five major SIS vendors (MISTAR-Q, 
Skyward, PowerSchool, Infinite Campus, and 
Synergy).

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WIDA ACCESS Checklists Available
The Spring 2024 WIDA ACCESS for ELLs Online and 
Paper Checklists are now available on the Michigan 
WIDA website (www.michigan.gov/wida). These 
checklists are must-have resources for EL Assessment 
Coordinators, Test Administrators, and Technology 
Coordinators. They include all the required steps 
to prepare for, administer, and conduct post-testing 
assessment activities. 

 
Accessing Previous WIDA Test Scores
All WIDA assessment scores for students can 
be accessed through the Office of Educational 
Assessment and Accountability (OEAA) Secure Site if 
the school has been identified as a student’s Primary 
Educational Providing Entity (PEPE) in the Michigan 
Student Data System (MSDS). Pupil accounting staff 
do not need to wait until a MSDS General Collection 
(count day) to identify the school as the student’s 
PEPE; they can submit a Student Record Maintenance 
File (SRM) at any time when an SRM window is open.

The Michigan Department of Education (MDE) has

WHAT'S NEW

Technical Specifications for Digital 
Testing
In Spring 2024, the PSAT 8/9, PSAT 10, and SAT 
with Essay will be administered digitally. Proctors 
will provide the exam via Test Day Toolkit (https://bit.
ly/3PSlVcw), and students will access the exam via 
Bluebook (https://bluebook.collegeboard.org/).

Test Day Toolkit is a web application that has inherent 
technical specifications. This application can be used 
on any device with an internet connection, and no 
installation is required.

The Bluebook application can be run on a Windows 
laptop or tablet, a Mac laptop, an iPad, or a 
school-managed Chromebook. Detailed technical 
requirements for digital testing can be found online 
(https://bluebook.collegeboard.org/students/
approved-devices). Before students take the digital 
PSAT 8/9, PSAT 10, or SAT with Essay, it is important 
to determine the devices they will be testing with 
and ensure they meet the necessary technical 
specifications.

REMINDERS 

School Establishment and the Educational 
Entity Master (EEM)
School establishment is the process through which 
Michigan schools are identified as participating in the 
state assessments and are set up for digital testing in 
College Board systems. 

It is important for schools to update their information 
in the Educational Entity Master (EEM) (http://www.
michigan.gov/eem), which serves as Michigan's 
repository of education systems and contact 
information.

College Board will use the data in EEM to identify 
contact information for testing staff and to establish 
schools for testing. In addition to test coordinators, 
backup test coordinators, and Services for Students 
with Disabilities (SSD) Coordinators, building level 
technology coordinators must be assigned in EEM in 
order for schools to be set up for testing.

For each College Board assessment (SAT with 
Essay, PSAT 10, and PSAT 8/9 for grades 8 and 9), 
the following information is required for school test 
coordinators, backup school test coordinators, SSD 
Coordinators, and technology coordinators:

•	 First Name
•	 Last Name
•	 Email 
•	 Telephone Number
•	 Complete Entity Physical Address (Street 

Address, City, State, Zip Code)

Note: The mailing address must be the physical 
district or school address associated with the test 
coordinator record. Make sure each of the fields 
above is accurate and complete for all applicable 
roles. Any incorrect data in EEM could delay your 
school’s establishment process.

Overview of the ACT WorkKeys 
Assessments
Even though the Spring 2024 administration of 
the ACT WorkKeys assessment is many months 
away, you can begin preparing now by getting an 
understanding of what the WorkKeys assessments 
are and how to prepare your students to take them.

The ACT WorkKeys assessment consists of three 
tests that measure real-world skills employers 
consider critical to job success and that increase 
career opportunities for students who do well on the 
assessments. The tests are:

•	 Applied Math — measures critical thinking, 
mathematical reasoning, and problem-solving 
techniques for actual situations in today’s 
workplace

•	 Graphic Literacy — measures skills needed 
to locate, synthesize, and use information from 
charts, graphs, diagrams, and other materials

•	 Workplace Documents — measures skills 
needed to read and use written text such as 
memos, letters, directions, bulletins, and policies

How a student performs on the three WorkKeys tests 
determines their eligibility to earn an ACT® WorkKeys® 
National Career Readiness Certificate® (NCRC). To 
earn a certificate, students must receive a level score 
of at least 3 out of 7 on each test. 

Certificates are awarded at four levels:

•	 Bronze — requires a minimum level score of 3 
out of 7 on all three tests

•	 Silver — requires a minimum level score of 4 
out of 7 on all three tests

•	 Gold — requires a minimum level score of 5 out 
of 7 on all three tests

•	 Platinum — requires a minimum level score of 6 
out of 7 on all three tests

Students who complete the Spanish-language 
versions of the assessments are eligible for an NCRC 
en Español.

Students who earn an NCRC can activate and print 
the certificate at no charge at the My WorkKeys 
website (http://www.myworkkeys.com) once they 
receive their paper scores.

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Student Preparation – Go for Platinum!
Encourage your students to get an understanding of 
the types of questions they will see on the WorkKeys 
assessment, since this assessment is different than 
other types of exams. Students and teachers can 
access free practice questions (https://bit.ly/3teG8Al) 
from all three tests, ranging from easier content 
(Level 3) to the most difficult (Level 7). Teachers and 
students may use these practice questions in the 
classroom as “Questions of the Day” or as warm-up 
activities in the weeks leading up to test day.

Students can also create a WorkKeys user account 
and take free full-length online practice tests 
(https://bit.ly/3Pvlcg1). This allows students to pace 
themselves in real-time test scenarios and receive 
scores indicating how they would perform on the 
WorkKeys tests.

WorkKeys Test Coordinators can share the brochure 
How WorkKeys Assessments Can Work For You 
(https://bit.ly/3EUO8tc) with students, to increase their 
understanding of how to achieve an NCRC and how 
to use it after graduation.
